Jobnstown. Pa., July 12.— Just as 
day broke through the pall of fog the 
grlBH dttallB oC the awful disaster at 
the rolling mill mine of the Cambria 
Steel company dawned with renewed 
force on the thoiisands waiting for 
authentic news as to the extent of the 
explosion. 

Fortyseven drad bodies, all con- 
torted and many blackened and 
burned, lie stretched on rough slabs 
In the improvised morgue in the arni- 
onr building. Forty mor« are in cars 
tn the mine ready to be borne out as 
fast as room can be made for them. 
The last estimates of liie niinil>er of 
dead reduce the fatal scope of the 
calamity. Thcie flx it around 100, but 
the number la not oonelusive. Gen- 
eral Superintendent O. J. Robinson 
would not say at iliis time whether 
he thought there were 100 or 300 dead. 
He says there ia no way of teiiing 
until a full Investigation of the mine 
Is made. When that will be, he says, 
he has no means df telling. All rests 
with the difficulty to be encountered 
In clearing the heading of afterdamp. 
Superintendent's Statement. 

General Mine Superintendent 
George T. Robinson said: "As to the 
direct cause of the explosion I can- 
not exactly say. We know there was 
an expU)si(m of firedamp i" the sixth 
right heading of a section, commonly 
known as the Klondike. 

"So f ar aa 1 can find out now there 
were not more than three or four 
deaths from the explosion Itself. The 
balance were caused by the alter 
damp. 

"Our mine offleials, the mine fore- 
man, Henry lUidgerB. lire boss, John 
Retalllc. machine boss, William Rob- 
inson, Who is my brother, and a «lav. 
whose name 1 do not know, were eat 
Ing lunch when the explosion occurred. 
They immediately went down to the 
point of the explosion to put up the 
sloplngs in order to carry the air in 
its proper channel again. Tluse 
were blown down by the force of the 
explosion. 

"They, with the exception of the 
MSistant foreman and one of the flro 
bosses, were overcome by after damp. 
They were found by a rescuing party, 
and the chances are that all will re- 
cover with the excepUon of my 
brother. 

"As to the rescue work. I directed 
it to commence Just as soon after the 

explosion as possible. We started in 
at 1 p. m. We started woikini; ovir 
way down by putting up brattices in 
order to carry the air in with us. l 
Bupposp It was 10 p. m. before we came 
across the bodies of the living. Doc- 
tors John Lownian and John Hannan 
went down with us. They carried 
tu pfca of oxygen with them and were 
emptied with «ood effect on the liv- 
ing. 

"We found 2r. dead nn our way to 
tfteae four living. Twenty more we 
ftMind lated on. They were scatered 
through that secUon of the mine. 
More of them were on their way out 
when caught by the fatal after damp. 

"Mining Engineer M. G. Moore and 
my8«If wU! organise another search- 
ing party. There is damp in the left 
headings, which will make our prog- 
ress toilsome. Part of the mine is so 
Ailed with after damp we cannot get 
ia QOtU w« tan the oonreBt of air 
In." 

Oathering Up Bodies. 

When the bodies of the victims 
came from the mine a long line of 
undertakers' wagons and pienle wag 
ons were in waiting to take them on 
the roundabout route to the morgue 
la the dty. There they were backed 
up to a door and a large toroa of po 
lice were ready to eheck the great 
throng from pressing In too close. 

Body after body was dragged from 
the wafon* and home inside. All of 
the were blackened and unrecog 
nisable uatU the undertakera got to 
^rk. The baad of one man was 



crushed and the only means of iden- 
tifying will he by his check number. 
All of the bodies were cold and stiff. 
The arms of most of them were 
tWisted in front of them aa if to 
shield their faces from (Ire. The left 
hand of one man was torn off at the 
wrist. The bodies now recovered were 
all found about two miles in from 
the main pit mouth. The headinga 
leading from that region off tb the 

left where It la expected most of the 
dead will be got .say not be entered 
by the searchers for some hours. 

The rolling mill mine has been 
worked fbr about 60 years. Five or 
six years ago the section where the 
disaster occurred was opened. The 
miners faaeifully called it the Klon- 
dike. 

TURgEY'8 DEBT. 

Rumor Says Morgan Han a Finger 
la Ottoman Kinance*. 
Paris, July 12.-^Although J. Pier- 
post Morgan went to London Wednca- 

day night, the bourse, the clubs, the 
banks, the chamber of deputies, the 
senate, the fashionable cafes, every 
place where men of money and those 
desirous of having It oongregate, atill' 
resound with the name ot the Amer- 
ican financier. 

The cause of the fresh outburst is 
the belief that Mr. Morgan is plan- 
ning a Unanelal scheme more far- 
reaching than anything he has yet 
achieved. Kumor has It that he is 
considering the unification of the 
Turkish debt. No one here can speak 
with authority, but it is certain that 
Mr. Morgan has received long and 
important communications over the 
amount involved in this yet most mo- 
mentuous undertaking, because he who 
unified this debt will have Turkey in 
the holow of his hand. The sultan 
knows this, hence he will nut treat 
with the Deutsch bank, the Credit 
Lyonhaise, or the Societe Generale. 
He thinks safer hands are thiwe of 
the Americans who e country can have 
no designs upon the Ottoman tmpire. 

The German emperor is a j^ooil 
friend of Turkey , and may have 
talked over the matter with Mr. 
Morgan. 

The Ottoman debt Is 1.100,000.000 
francs. Tiniiey proposes to have 5 
per cent bonds of 1886 covered in 
four years, payable not at 526, as now, 
but at 500. to contract for the con- 
struction of 14 ships from 500 to 1600 
tons, and will guarantee it by conces- 
sions on the Bosphorus. 

Preference will be given for the ex- 
ploitation of the mines, the forests, 
the tramways, the waterways, elec- 
tricity and trans:iorts. 

During Mr. Morgan s stay of two 
days in Paria his hotel lobby was 
crowded with picture dealers, sellers 
of Greek-Roman art works. He did 
not buy. however. 

Morgan Net in It. 

London, July 12. — There is no truth 
in the rei)nrt piiblished in the United 
States that J. Picrpont Morgan is 
planning a scheme for the unification 
of the Turkish debt. Plana for the 
unification ot the Turkish debt have 
been in progress for some time past, 

A Statesman Killed.* 

Mexico, Mo., July 12. — Rhodes Clay, 

representative in the Missouri as- 
sembly and recently nominated for a 
second term. Is dead as the result of 
wounds inflicted by C. A. Barnes, a 
young attorney. Five shots were flred 
during the fight, which took place in 
front of the postotfice,. Clay being 
shot through the breast and Barnes 
having his wrist shattered by a ball 
from his opponent's revolver, ^ue 
shooting frew out of business trans- 
aciiuus involving the principals. 

The Difference. 

San Francisco, .July 12. — Major 
Devel, general superintendent of the 
army transport service, has opened 
bids for the purchaae of the Grant. 
He statea that all the offera were 
much below the value of the steam- 
ship, and It is likely that the war de- 
partment will refuse to dispose of 
her at present. The highest bid was 
}r> 1,000. The government paid 1666,- 
000 for the transport She ha* be^n in 
service since 1S98. 

No Predietlon. 

WilUesbarre, I'a . July 12. — Presi- 
dent Mitchell said that no person 
could with any degree of certainty 
predict the oatoome of the national 
convention, which will convene at In- 
dianapolis next Thursday "1 feel cer- 
tain," he said, "that in the event of It 
being inadvisable to inaugurate a na- 
tional strike, that provisiona will be 
made to eontrlbute ample faada to 
carry tha atllka oa to aartala vic- 
tory."

CONTRADICTORY SECTIONS IN ACT. 



Task of Bxeetly Deining the 9or- 
ereigaty CoatM^ of Striy of 
Leads Ragages Attention 
ef Beth Parties. 



Washington, July 12.— With the ex 
pectation of signing the treaty by 
which Colombia will confer all tae 
neceesary righta iaddeat to the build- 
ing of the Panama canal by the Unit- 
ed State government. Senor Concha, 
the Colombian minister. .Mr. Herran. 
first secretary of legation, and Wil- 
liam Nelaoa Cromwell, repreaenting 
the Panama canal and railroad com- 
panies, are busy engaged going over 
some points in the treaty which must 
be modified before it can be signed. 

Neither the state department nor 
the Colombian officials here care to 
disclose the nature of the modifica- 
tions which It has now become neces- 
sary to make in the treaty, but it is 
understood all of them, either directly 
or indirectly. Involve the queatlon of 
sovereignty. 

The close study now In progress of 
the isthmian canal act and the treaty 
presented by the Colombian govern- 
ment developa apparently Important 
differences and obscurities in the let- 
ter of the documents, which may, 
however not exist In the intent. For 
Instance, section 2 of the canal act au- 
thorizes the president to acquire 
from the Colombian government "per- 
petual control of a strip of land, • • 

• which control shall Incluue • • 

• jurisdiction over said strip and the 
ports at the ends thereof, to make 
such police and sanitary rules and 
f . ;is shall be necessary to 
pn sci\e Older and preserve the pub- 
lic health thereon, and to establish 
such Judicial tribunals as may be 
agreed upon thereon as may be neces- 
sary to enforce such rules and regu- 
lations." 

From this puiti ni the act it 
would appear that the United States 
alone is to make police and sanitai-y 
regulations for the canal strip and es 
tablish Judicial tribunals for their en- 
forcement. Yt t article iii of the draft 
of the canal treaty provides for the 
creation of a "Joint commission by the 
government of Colombia and the 
I'nited States that shall establish and 
enforce sanitary and police regula- 
tions." 

Article Iv of the treaty deals spe- 
ciflcally with the question of sover- 
eignty as follows: "The rights and 

privileges granted to the I'ui: il 
States by the terms of this convention 
shall not affect the soverignty of the 
republic of Colombia over the terri- 
tory within whose boundaries such 
rights and privileges are to be exer- 
cisi.(l. 

"The United States freely acknowl- 
edges and reco^izes the sovereignty 
and disavows any intention to impair 

it in any way whatever or to increas-e 
its territory at the expense of Colcim- 
bla, or of any of the sister republics 
in Central or South America, but on 
the contrary it declarea to strengthen 
thi' power of the republics on fills 
continent, and then promote, develop 
and maintain their proeperity and in- 
dependence." 

Briefly summing It up. it appears to 
bo the task now ( f the '/ros ( sed con- 
vention to define with absolute clar- 
ity the extent and limits of the con 
trol or Joint control to be exercised 
over the canal strip. For while con- 
trol Is not sovereignty in the common 
acceptance of the terms, yet in prac- 
tice the two often merge so closely as 
to defy identification, and it has all 
along been recognised that any provi- 
sion of a treaty which threatens in 
any measure the sovereignty of the 
South American republic over the 
canal land will not be acceptable to 
the Colombian oongreaa. 

American Steel. 
Johannesburg, 'iransvaal, July 12.— 
The British trade eommisloners who 

recently arrived from England admit 
they are amazed at the amount of 
business in steel building material 
which is offering and comment on the 
indolence of the British firms. They 
say so far as they are able to discov- 
er only one firm, and that an Ameri- 
can concern, has a capable representa- 
tive in South Africa, and be has been 
aeeurlng immenae ordera la Cape 
Town and Johannesburg at bis own 
prices for huge buildings up to 14 
stories by being able to quote prices 
promptly and promise construction 
with Amerioan apeed. 

Survey of a New Railroad. 
Santa Fe, N. M.. July 12.— A large 
aarreyinff party ia in the field for the 



Cimarron ami i aos \'rill<'y railroad, 
making a survey for a lim' tiom Taos 
to OJo Callente. and from the latter 
point northwest Into the canon Largo, 
striking the mouth of the canon on 
the San Juan river, thence west along 
the river to Farinington and through 
Arizona to California, San Diego, be- 
ing the objective point A road built 
along the proposed survey would be 
the shortest tranaeontlaental line by 
160 miles.

Agala Eludes Mis Pursuers la a 

•ensational Manner. 

Coviimtoii. Wash., July IL'. — Tracy 
has performed the marvelous again 
and has slipped like a phantom 
through a cordon ot guards at 'the 
mouth of Sluice ereek, fought a battle 
with the deputies a mile west of here 
and escaped into the timber. In the 
fight no one was hurt, though when 
the outlaw flred twice at T. F. Crowe 
he was so close that the deputy could 
feel the burning powder as It was 
blown from the gun. When darkness 
fell Tracy was thought to be semi rely 
penned on the point of the western 
bluff, where he had lain concealed all 
afternoon. Though the guards were 
stationeil thickly, one being posted 
every Li) feet, he successfully eluded 
them and traveled up the roadbed of 
the Palmer cut off toward Covington, 
five miles distant.

Bunce, Calvin and Crowe had been 
sent to guard this point. l)e[>uties 
Crowe and Bunces. father and son, 
had posted themselves on the railroad 
near the sawmill at the entrance of a 
big cut near a rise of ground, the 
Bunces being on the outer gtiard line. 
They were hardly settled when thi'v 
beard footsteps approaching from the 
Auburn side, but remained quiet un- 
til the unknown had almost come 
abreast of them when the challenging 
halt was given. 

"Hello," responded the stranger. 

"What's your name?" demanded F, 
Brunce. 

"My name Is Anderson." 

As he gave this reply, Tracy, for It 
was he. started to run. 

The deputies again called upon him 
to halt, but he kept going, and they 
oiiened fire, shooting four time each. 
Tracy ran up the track, iind a few 
yards further encountered Deputy 
Sheriff Crowe. 

"Who goea there?" challenged the 
officer. 

"A deputy sheriff," coolly respond- 
ed the outlaw. 

Crowe, thinking it was the older 
Bunce, started to approach, when 
Tracy commenced shooting at close 
rantre. firiiiLr two shots. The bullets 
whistled harmlessly by, but Crowe 
Buffered slightly from the burning 
powder as it sped from the muzzle of 
the rifle. After the shooting, Tracy 
turned and enlered the brush alouj; 
the side of the track, where he was 
lost in the blackness of the night.

Finally the captain shot him- 
self at his residence July S. In 
hami was discovered a paiai;rapli 
from a newspaper referring to his 
brother's bequeath to the hospital 
and the will which had been such a 
source of trouble. 

Mysterious Shooting Affair. 

Ironwood, Mich.. July 12. — A shoot- 
ing affray, which (iccurrfd at an early 
hour at Iron Belt, on the west end of 
the range, is mystifying the authori- 
ties. A Findlander named Hill was 
killed and a fellow-countrymen nam- 
ed Reibeck was probably fatally 
wounded.

Chicago, July 12. — The board of ar- 
bitration decidi-d to meet at lo a m. 
and arrange a plan of settlement of 
the freight handlers' strike o be sub> 
mitted to the railroad. This will oon* 
tain provisions which it is understood 
by the board will be satisfactory to the 
men and to the railroads. Members 
of the board say they believe the 
strike will be settled aooa. 

The railroad general managers at 
1:15 went in session with that section 
of the arbitration committee repre- 
senting the team owners' association. 
All iadications are regarded still fav- 
orable to an early settlement of the 
strike 

^Following are the i>oints rtinaininK 
to be settled finally, and to wliicli 
both sides are said to be willing to 
agree to: 
First— The new wage scale to be 

effective at once. 

Second-- Stmlght ti-ne for over- 
time, instead of time and a half. 

Third — Freight handlers to receive 
IT'i cents an Ikhit. instead of IS cents 
asked by the men and the ^7 cents 
pr< viously offered. 

Recognition of the union is waived, 
although this is merely to facilitate 

the bringing about of a settlement Of 
Other (i\ieslions now in disimte. 

John C. Driscol. secit-tary of the 
team owners' association, declared 
that a settlement would be reached 
within half an hour after the two 
sides got touether. "There were con- 
ces.sions ilu' lailroads would not grant 
to the freight handlers," said he, 
"that they will grant to the business 
men ot Chicago." 

Lead of Coffee Spoiled. 
Chicago. July 12.— Fifty or sixty 
striking teamstera attacked a wagon 
loaded with coffee, which was being 
driven along Jacks(jn lioulevaril Tho 
driver took fright at the threatening 
demonstrations and deserted bis wa- 
gon, fleeing for safety. In the mean- 
time the strikers took possession of 
the loa<i of coffee, and after cutting 
open the sacks, strewed the contents 
along the street. Quite a crowd col- 
lected to witness the si)ort. but when 
a half (!(,zen police arrived, and gave 
orders tt) disiierse the streets were 
soon cleared, .\o arrests were made. 

Sick Man Sent Away. 

New 'N'orlx. ,l;;ly 11". — A piciillar 
case of deportation. Involving the de- 
nial of the right of a imtient with an 
incurable malady to land in this 
country for the ptirpose of consulting 
a siH cialisl. is that involvi d in the 
coiii|)iils(iry departure on tlie Ouil- 
laiuae Sangi riits, a wealthy Spaniard 
of Havana. Senor Sangerlus arrived 
here from Cuba June 7, A physician 
of tlie United States marine hospital 
service detailed to the immigrati(m 
service, boarded the steamer after she 
had passed quarantine inspection. He 
noticed that Senor Sangerlus had tra- 
choma, a disinse cf the eye, ii-.d or- 
dered him isolatt-d in the United 
States marine hosiital for aliens. 
Senor Sangerlus protested and ex- 
plained that he had come here for the 
purpose of consulting the nn.st noted 
specialists of t;:ia country. He ap- 
pealed to the humanity of the physi- 
cians, but they told him they could 
only obey the law. He departed. 

Object to Cartoons. 

Berlin, July 12.— ine government 
officials here are taking cognizance 
of the ill feeling In (ireat Britain 
to.vard (!ermany cai'.sed by the bru- 
tal cartoons and pleasantries here on 
King Edward's illness. The North 
German Qaxette produces an article 
severely censuriiii: the roniK' pap Ts 
for their malevolence in the treat- 
ment of foreign plays, saying that 
millions of Qermans take their views 
of foreign affairs from the papers In 
the cafes and lieer gardens. These 
form so much more a feature of Ger- 
man life here than elsewhere that 
millions of citizens gather only im- 
pressions of events and persons from 
the cartoons, hence the enormous In- 
fluence of the comic press of Ger- 
many. 



Albuquerque, N. M., July 12. — The 
first rain storm haa ooeurred here 
since last October.

"Vet 
this is small in comparison with the im- 
ports when wool wu free nnddr the Wil- 
eon taritr," remarks the IndiauapijIiH Sen- 
tinel. "Then the woolen clothing of the 
American people was pure and abundant. 
Now, in conspiiuence of the inadeiiuate 
aupply of wool by reason of the decline 
of the domestic production and the high 
duties on imports, the woolen clothing ia 
largely adulterated with cotton and other 
aubstitutee. Very true. Bat then some- 
thing must be done to encourage the de- 
lotion that the farmer gets some benefit 
from the UrifT."

At tbe time of bis 
death be was completing extensive 
work tor the Baltimore and Ohio. He 
built two sectiona of the Chicago 
drainage canal.

New York, July 12.— Misa Mary B. 
Crocheron, a descendant of a Hugo- 
not of noble birth, who was shipped 
out of France in a barrel to save bim 
from the headman's ax, has been de- 
prived of a home allowed to her by 
the associations of more than two 
centuries.
